Hongkong, Nov. 14. — The 
junta representatives here of 
Aguinnldo and the Filipino government 
have drawn up what they designate us an 
" appeal to President MeKinlcy and the 
American people," but what is in reality 
rather in the nature of an arraignment 
of American action in the Philippines. 
The memorial says: 

"We, the Hongkong representatives of 
our countrymen, appeal to the great and 
good judgment of President MeKinlcy 
and the spirit of fairness and justice of 
the American people, as it is always 
shown in their regard for the weuk and 
oppressed. 

" While the fate of the islands is still 
undecided, and we are doing ull in our 
power to prevent a conllict between the 
Americana and Filipinos, awaiting pa- 
tiently the conclusion of the Paris con- 
ference, we implore the intervention of 
the President, supported by the will of 
the people, to end the slights shown our 
leaders, soldiers and people by some of 
the American military and naval oil! 
cers, though we do not wish to wrong 
Admiral Dewey or General Otis. 

The memorial then avers that " false 
reports are spread broadcast, alleging 
that the Filipinos are responsible for 
all the friction " ; points out " that the 
tension is greater every day, and any 
moment a shot may be tired by an irre- 
sponsible American or Filipino soldier, 
leading to great bloodshed," and be- 
seeches the United States to help the 
junta " to control our own people by 
directing American officials nt Manila 
to temper their actions with friendship, 
justice and fairness." 

" From the commencement of hostili 
ties." continues the memorial, " the 
Filipinos acceded to all the Americans' 
requests, but after bottling the Span- 
iards in Manila, the Filipinos -were com- 
pletely ignored when the Americans ad- 
vanced, and thus deprived of the fruits 
of victory. Now, after months of cam- 
paigning, the Filipino troops have been 
ordered beyond the suburbs, where they 
have no quarters and where supplies are 
difficult to obtain. All our launches 
have been seized because of foolish ru- 
mors that wo would attack the Ameri- 
cans, and when wc asked explanations 
we were not even answered. The 
Spaniards, of late the enemies of the 
Americans, have been shown every con- 
sideration, while the Filipinos, their 
friends and aJlieH, are often treuted as 
enemies." 

The memorial concludes thus: " We 
await the arbitrament of the peace com- 
mission with even greater interest than 
the Americans, because It concerns our 
land, our happiness and our freedom. 
In the meantime we shall pray for 
peace and a perfect understanding with 
the Americans." 

CUBANS ALSO PETITIONING. 

Havana, Nov. 14.— General Calixto 
Garcia and his stuff and the other dele- 
gates from the JO-called Cuban assembly 
will remain at their Marianao headquar- 
ters until Wednesday, when they will 
leave for "Washington. The delegates 
expect a satisfactory outcome of their 
conference with the President of the 
United States. 

The Cuban delegates, nt their last ses- 
sion at Santa Cruz del Sur, resolved to 
discharge nil men who have been enlist- 
ed since August 14, the date of the ces- 
sation of hostilities, and to give an in- 
definite leave of absence to all officers 
and men desirous of being discharged 
from the Cuban army, provided they 
give their place of residence and sign a 
pledge to return to the rnnks in case 
they are called upon to do so. 



ARRANGING RECIPROCITY. 

Committee on That Subject Now Busy 
at "Washington— Remaining Ques- 
tions Easy of Solution. 

Washington, Nov. 14.— The Anglo-Am- 
erican joint high commission held no 
meeting to-day, having adjourned over 
until to-morrow, but the reciprocity com- 
mittee, composed of Lord Herschell, and 
Messrs. Davies, Charlton, Fairbanks, 
Dingley and Kasson, was in session. 
The main attention is now being directed 
to reciprocity and the feeling prevails 
that if the parties could he brought to- 
gether on it, the remaining questions 
would not take much time for determin- 
ation, although a complete adjustment 
might not be reached on all of them. 

Mr. N. Clarke Wallace. M.P., former 
controller of customs of Canada, who is 
interested in the tariff adjustment, ar- 
rived here to-day.

Ottawa, Nov. 14.— The post office de- 
partment has been advised thut the post- 
til union convention concluded in Wash- 
ington in June, 1S07 conies into force 
on the 1st of July next. Under it im- 
portant changes are made in the postal 
regulations in force between Canada and 
otlier countries. 

The appointment of John Yco, M.P. 
for Fast Prince to the senate will be ga- 
zetted next Saturday. 

Parcels up to 11 pounds in weight may 
now be sent to auy place in European 
Russia. 

The department of inland revenue has 
been advised that considerable dissatis- 
faction exists ou the part of coal miners 
with reference to the accuracy of the 
scales in use. The department is there- 
fore drafting special regulations for the 
purpose of verifying periodically colliery 
scales. It is proposed that verified 
weights shall be placed under lock and 
key, the key to remain with the depart- 
mental inspector. In the event of dis- 
agreement between colliery owners and 
representatives of the workmen the in- 
spector will decide the point iu dispute. 

The post office department has decided 
in default of otlier arrangements for the 
present to send further mails through to 
Dawson by the Mounted Police. 



GOVERNOR OF MALTA. 

An Honor in Store for a General of 
"Lord Kitchener's Staff in Egypt. ' 

London, Nov. 14. — The Malta corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail says it is re 
ported there that Lieut. General Sic 
Frederick Wallace Grenfell, inspector 
general of auxiliary forces and in su- 
preme command of the operations con- 
ducted by the Sirdar, General Lord 
Kitchener, for the re-conquest of the 
provinces in the Soudan, will be the next 
governor of Malta. 



By Associated Press. 

New York, Nov. 14. — Ayliner Maude, 
an Englishman, is in the city hi behalf 
pf the Doukhobors or Spirit Wrestlers, 
a persecuted Russian sect, two thousand 
of whom are about to be taken to the 
Canadian Northwest. Mr. Maude has 
lived in Moscow for nearly 20 years and 
through Count Tolstoi became interest- 
ed in these peasants. Last August he 
found that the Canadian government 
would give free land to the extent of 
100 acres to each family, besides it 
bonus of $G to each person and shelter 
through the winter for the 2,000 persons 
who are expected to leave Russia, soon. 
The remainder of the sect, he said, 
would come over next spring. 

The Doukhobors did not have enough 
money to bring them to Canada, but 
what was missing has been raised in 
England chiefly from Quakers and by 
the sale of a story written by Tolstoi 
years ago, but laid aside as of no im- 
portance. 

Mr. Maude said that the fund now 
being raised in this country is wanted 
to assist in procuring agricultural im- 
plements and horses and cows. 

He says that it is not true that the 
Russian government has given them 
two years in which to emigrate. The 
permission to emigrate was given last 
February, and may be recalled at any 
time, which is the reason for the haste 
to get these people out of Russia. He 
said the Dowager Empress was mainly 
Instrumental in securing this decree.

THE NEW GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

Lord Minto Still Detaiued on the Scots- 
man by IPs Son's Illness. 

Quebec, Nov. 14.— (Special)— The Earl 
of Minto, the new Governor-General, 
who arrived on Saturday on the steam- 
ship Scotsman from Liverpool, accom- 
panied by his family and suite, was met 
at the landing by Lord Aberdeen, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and several members of 
the cabinet, and the provincial Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. After the usual civili- 
ties, Lord Minto and Lord Aberdeen 
Jrove to the citadel and thence to the 
provincial legislature building where the 
new Governor-General was sworn in. 

Lord Minto then re-embarked nn the 
Scotsman, where his son Lord Melgund 
was ill with congestion of the lungs, to 
proceed on the steamer to Montreal. 

It was learned to-day that Viscount 
Melgund is much better, and it is ex- 
pected that by to-morrow ho will be in 
condition to leave the ship with the Gov- 
ernor nnd Lady Minto.

German Regent Making Plain That 
William Is Not the Only Pebble 
on the Beach. 

London, Nov. 14. — For the first time u 
federal sovereign of Germany has offi- 
cially complained of the Emperor. 

Count Ernest of Leippe-Blesterfield, 
regent of the principality of Leippe, 
wrote to the Emperor William that, he 
was humiliated by the Emperor's order 
that military honors were not to he paid 
to the Count's household, but only to 
the Count nnd his wife. The Emperor 
curtly replied: "The regent shall have 
his rights, nothing more." Count Er- 
nest has laid his claims before his fel- 
low sovereigns of the Gerniun empire til 
a long address, which is nothing less 
than an indictment of the Emperor. 

COAL COMPANIES TROUBLED. 

Two Large Concerns Operating in Ohio 
In Hands of a Receiver. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 14. — The Turner & 
Jones Coal Co., of Columbus, Ohio, and 
the Pennsylvania & Ohio Fuel Co., of 
St. Paul, with offices also in Chicago, 
were to-day by the federal court put into 
the hands of the Securities & Mercan- 
tile company, of Chicago, as receivers. 

These companies are amongst the larg- 
est ever operated in the Ohio coal fields. 
The crisis was brought about by New- 
York parties declaring due the whole of 
an issue of §280,000 obligations because 
oue of the instalments was not paid 
promptly. The liabilities amount to 
§1,200,000. The officers of the com- 
pany claim they will pay the liabilities 
in full if the assets are carefully 
handled. 



A FAST BLACK. 



Colored Cyclist Makes New Record for 
Third of a Mile. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 14— Major Taylor, 
the crack colored cyclist, to-day broke 
another world's record at Woodside 
park. lie rode for the third of a mile 
record of HO 1-5 seconds, made by Willie 
Windle at OhilHcothe, Ohio, in the fall 
of 1805, and was successful in his first 
attempt. Taylor had quintuplet pacing. 

A strong breeze was blowing down tin? 
back stretch. The pace was to nil ap- 
pearances perfect, but was not fust 
enough for the colored wonder, who 
urged the riders to go faster. The pace 
set carried him the third of a mile in 
20 4-5 seconds. 

Later Taylor tried for the three- 
fourths of a mile figure of 1.10, held by 
J. S. Johnson, but the best he could do 
was 1.11.

Washington, Nov. 14.— The Washing- 
ton Post states that the war tax will not 
be abolished at the coming short session 
of congress and that there will be up 
revision of the tariff whatever. It bases 
this announcement upon the positive 
statement made to-day by Chairman 
Dingley of the ways and means com- 
mittee who in an interview says: 

"The government will need for some 
xime all the revenue produced by the 
war taxes. During the month of Octo- 
ber the war expenditures exceeded the 
war revenue by some .$14,000,000, and 
this month there will be .$10,000,000 ex- 
cess. 

"This being the case there will be no 
change for at least this fiscal year. The 
war revenue act will continue in force 
unchanged for at least a year longer." 



DEFILEMENT OF LAKES. 

Cleveland Restrained for the Time Being 

and Other Cities Affected. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 14.— Judge Kicks, 
of the United States Circuit court, to- 
day overruled the motion of the city of 
Cleveland to modify or set aside the 
injunction temporarily restraining the 
city from dumping dredgings or other 
material in Lake Erie.

SPANIARDS WAKING UP. 

Reform in the Government Urged to 
Prevent Repetition of Recent 
Disaster. 

Madrid, Nov. 14.— Aragon has now 
joined witli the other provinces of Spain 
in demanding the decentralization of the 
government, on which subject a Cata- 
lonian deputation was received in audi- 
ence by the Queen Regent to-day. 

The Arngonians in presenting their de- 
mands point out that the "Anglo-Saxons 
of America aided by the Anglo-Saxons 
of Europe have obliterated half of Spain 
from the map." 

FRESH WOKUY - FOR SPAIN. 

Auxiliaries at Havana Disbanded After 
Regular Troops Had Been Called 
to Control Them. 

Havana, Nov. 12. — The Orden Publico 
force of cavalry and infantry regiments 
was disbanded yesterday, after a part 
payment of arrears had been made. The 
trouble leading to the disbandment of 
the force began with the protest of the 
Third company on Thursday morning 
before the palace. At that time General 
Solano, chief of staff of Genera] Blanco, 
addressed the men and led them back 
to their quarters on Compostola street, 
where the men gave cheers for Spain 
and General Blanco. 

General Rolas, military governor of 
Havana, ordered more than 4,000 troops 
quartered in the outskirts of Havana to 
march into the city, where they arrived 
at nightfall. At the head of a portion 
of these troops General Rolas marched 
toward the Orden Publico quarters, 
where the protesting Third company 
was drawn up in the street under arms. 
The regulars refused to charge or lire 
upon their brother soldiers when ordered 
to do so, in the hope of intimidating the 
men, who were finally persuaded to re- 
tire to their quarters. 

Minor uprisings occurred during the 
night among other Orden Publico regi- 
ments. During these slight incidents 
the military authorities have maintained 
thorough control of the city. 

The sum total of the casualties Thurs- 
day night was a lieutenant in General 
Rolas' staff wounded in the right band, 
one Orden Publico wounded slightly, 
and another wounded seriously. The 
city has again resumed its normal tran- 
quility, although regulars are still quar- 
tered in the principal streets and parks 
of the city, as a precautionary move- 
ment. 

The military precautions in this city 
continue, regulars doing patrol duty be- 
ing quartered in* the streets and squares 
of the town. It is understood that the 
ringleaders in Thursday's uprising will 
be arrested. Everything is quiet to- 
night.

It is reported that a large contingent of 
outside union white miners will soon ar- 
rive in Pana. A consignment, of one 
hundred rifles was received here- to-day 
for white citizens, who intend protecting 
their property and families, claiming no 
protection is given them by the sheriff 
or troops. 



NO ESCAPE FOR SPAIN. 

She Must Give Up AH Her Eastern 
Possessions to Her Conquerors.,' V 

London, Nov. 15— The morning papers 
comment editorially upon the peace con- 
ference crisis and the American naval 
preparation's, reiterating their convic- 
tion of the hopelessness of Spanish oppo- 
lion and recognizing that the United 
States have practically no alternative, 
especially after the elections, but com- 
plete annexation, and Unit if Spain con- 
tinues obstinate (lie United States must 
send it fleet to Europe, an, action which 
no power but Great Britain would wel- 
come,' though none would be likely to 
interfere ia Spain's behalf. 

The Daily Telegraph says; "VA'e can- 
not believe that President Mclvmley 
favors a compromise that would leave 
Spain n. portion of her Far Eastern pos- 
sessions. Such a policy would Com- 
bine the evils of both alternatives con- 
fronting America, since Spain would 
speedily sell the remnant." 



IIOO LEY'S PEACHING. 

Sixty Thousand rounds Offered for a 
Baronetcy But failed to Secure It. 

London, Nov. 1-1.— The examination 
in bankr#ptey proceedings of Mr. Er- 
nest Tenth Hooley, the company pro- 
moter, was resumed this morning. 

Sir AA'illiam .Marriott took the stand 
and declared that Mr. Hooley's state- 
ment that he had paid witness £10,000 
for an introduction to the Carlton Club 
was n "pure fabrication and abominable 
lie." Sir William added he knew noth- 
ing at the time about Mr. Hooley's al- 
leged donation of £10,000 to the Con- 
servative party funds through the Mar- 
quis ot Abergaveny, though Mr. Hooley 
told him afterwards that he had given 
the Marquis £10.000 for the " lighting 
funds" of the Conservative party, 
which Sir AVilliam explained bad noth- 
ing to do with the Carlton Club. 

The witness also said he hail helped 
Mr. Hooley in political and financial 
matters, but always declined remunera- 
tion for services. Later Sir AVilliam 
Bald Mr. Hooley told him in December, 
1S9(>, that he was engaged with an 
•American syndicate which was going to 
raise an enormous loan for Cuba, and 
that he (the witness) bail been appointed 
counsel to the company, and was to 
visit: Cuba and his fee was to be £10,000, 
in view of which Mr. Hooley paid him 
£1,000 on account. 

On cross-examination Sir AA'illiam 
Marriott admitted that he had received 
a cheek for £50.000 from Mr. Hooley, 
which be handed to n representative of 
the Conservative party. Mr. Hooley be- 
lieved this would secure him a baronetcy 
at the jubilee, but he was informed he 
could not have it, and the check was re- 
turned to him. 

During Sir AYillium Marriott'e exam- 
ination Mr. Hooley made a scene and 
threatened to pitch the witness out of 
the box. While Sir George Lewis, Q. 
C., was examining Sir William, the wit- 
ness several limes got angry and re- 
fused to answer questions put to him. 

Mr. Hooley, on cross-examination, 
Hut I v contradicted the evidence of Sir 
AVilliam Marriott. He reiterated his 
statement that he had promised and had 
paid to Sir William £1,000 for an intro- 
duction to the Carlton Club. Sir AVil- 
liain, Mr. Hooley added, told him that 
he did "all the dirty work" for the 
Conservative party. Sir AA'illiam sug- 
gested the giving of £50,000 by Mr. 
Hooley for a. baronetcy, and he was to 
gel £1*0,000 if Mr. Hooley was made a 
baronet.

THE EMPEROR'.S PILGRIMAGE 

His Truckling to the Sultan Meets With 
Disapproval in Germany— Snub by 
Protestant Leaders. 

ISerlln, Nov. VI.— It has now become 
known that Binperor William, among other 
objects In view, desired to utilize Ills trip 
to Jerusalem to reunite German protestan- 
tism, now split Into u score of factions, and 
establish lus official headship, now held 
merely over the evangelical church of Prus- 
sia over the whole of protestnnt Germany. 
Before starting for Palestine the Emperor 
thoroughly discussed the Idea with the 
Highest dignitaries of the Prussian church, 
Dr. Von Bnraaugon, Dr. Ysander and oth- 
ers, and also approached the church au- 
thorities of the other German states. 

The Emperor firmly believed he could 
realize his plan, but nevertheless the pro- 
ject entirely miscarried. The Grand Duke 
of linden replied to the Emperor that 
existing circumstances made It impossible 
for the other Protestant princes of Ger- 
many to yield nn to the Emperor's wishes. 
This abortive Idea of his majesty, It ap- 
peal's, was responsible for the fact that 
none of the reigning German princes was 
wilting to accompany him to Palestine, al- 
though thev so fur yielded as to send in 
helm If of each ofltbcm an authorized repre- 
sentative of the state church. 
: Emperor William before leaving Damas- 
cus made a speech, la which he exalted 
balndln as one of the most knightly rulers 
of all ages unci Sultan Abdul Humid and 
his three hundred million Mohammed fol- 
lowers to accept the assurances that be 
(the Emperor) would always be their friend. 
Ills mnjestv also commanded his mllltury 
'attache to lay a wreath ou Salndln's sepul- 
chre Inscribed "To the memory of the brave 
anil knightly Saltan. " 

The German Emperor's enthusiasm for 
Suhidlu does not appear to be shared by 
Germany. The Vorwaertz, at the risk of 
being prosecuted for leso ninjeste. says: 
"Times have changed. A former German 
Emperor, llaraliarossa, lost bis life In the 
Christian cause against this .same Sahidln, 
whom the ruler of a new German empire 
now glorifies, The friendship between 
I slum and a Kaiser culling himself n Christ- 
ian is now so ardent, that the latter after 
offering n prayer at the sacred birthplace 
of Christianity now glorifies as a hero and 
knight without fear <>f blame, the conquer- 
or of the holy sepulchre the bitterest enemy 
of Christianity and the exterminator of 
Christian rule in Palestine." 

It Is said that i Emperor William, during 
bis visit to Jerusalem, was greatly struck 
by the many French lings Hying, and re- 
marked: "France has a great many build- 
ings here, bul there Is room for others." 



SCARED THE SULTAN. 

Supposed Bomb Placed in His Carriage 
AA'as Only a Poor Official's Baby. 

Berlin, Nov. r_\— It. now transpires that 
an extraordinary Incident occurred just 
after the Emperor left Constantinople. 
The Sultan was returning from bidding 
farewell to his guests, when n man rush- 
ed through the escort and placed a large 
bundle In the carriage at tin? Sultan's 
feet. 

Prince Abdul Kndlr, the second son of 
the Sultan', who was with the hitter In 
I lie carriage, jumped to his feet, and shout- 
ed! "They nre going to murder my 
father." 

There was a scene of intense excitement 
until ail aide de camp snatched the bundle 
out of the carriage and found that Instead 
of nn explosive It contained n bnby, 

The man who jilaeed the bundle In the 
carriage was arrested. He declared he was 
a poor official, that be had received no 
nn Jury for months, and he was on the 
verge of starvation, and threw the child 
Into the carriage In order to draw the Sul- 
tan's attention to his condition. 

The Saltan on hearing the man's story or- 
dered ids salary to be paid and the child 
was taken into the household of Prince 
Abdul Kndlr. 



LEICESTER RACES. 

London, Nov. 14. — At the first, j day's 
racing of the Leicester November tne'et- 
Ing to-day, Mr. J. Smarry's colt, Musk- 
ham, won the trial plate. This race Is 
102 sovereigns for horses that have 
never won a race of a mile or upwards. 



Though the early part of last night's 
city council meeting went along swim- 
miugly, but towards the end of the even- 
ing a number of little squabbles cropped 
up und so a good deal of time was lost, 
in what was really useless talk. 

The bad boy came to the front last 
night in a letter from Mr. T. R. Smith, 
who complained emphatically about the 
way his fence and neatly painted and 
lettered gates were daubed with paint on 
Hallowe'en and the way that the street 
signs were destroyed and other damage 
done. He hoped the city would try and 
do something to stop this vandalism as it 
wus very discouraging to people who 
took a pride in making their places look 
neat and trim. The police seemed pow- 
erless and Mr. Smith suggested that in 
such a case it better organization of the 
force might not be amiss. 

The Mayor said that when this letter 
came he had handed it over to the chief 
of police, wdio made the following report. 

November 12, 1898. 

To the Mayor: 

Sir:— 1 have to acknowledge the com- 
plaint made by Mr. Thos. It. Smith in 
reference to damage done to bis gate ou 
Hallowe'en presumably by boys. I re- 
gret to say that the boys and young men 
of this town give much trouble and cause 
much annoyance and it is almost imposs- 
ible to detect them with the large num- 
ber of miles of street my men have to 
patrol. On the night in question they 
did, however, succeed in arresting two 
ami they were punished. The case of 
Mr. Smith and the destruction of the 
names at the corners of the streets are 
peculiarly bad and I beg respectfully to 
suggest that the the city should offer a 
reward, say of #10, to be paid to any 
person who may give information that 
shall result in conviction of any person 
in such cases. It is notorious that boys 
iu this town are allowed to be on the 
streets at all hours and the police have 
no power to prevent them and cannot, 
possibly watch each boy or group of boys 
whereas it is easy for the boys to watch 
them. As an example of the difficulties 
of controlling them I may draw your at- 
tention to a lute case where a gentle- 
man was giving a lecture at the gym- 
nasium and the young men notwithstand- 
ing the presence of their teachers made 
such a disturbance that he could hardly 
be heard.

Aid. Humphrey was of opinion that 
the boys who were brought before the 
police court for hoodlumism should be 
dealt with more severely than hitherto. 

"What's the matter with a switching'.'" 
wan the conundrum Aid. Williams pro- 
pounded; but the Mayor pointed out that 
the council bad nothing to do with met- 
ing out punishment. 

Aid. Williams said he had been 
euchred out of a curfew law twice now, 
but he was going to have another try 
at that' for a remedy. 

Aid. AA'ilsou remarked that the chief of 
police was pleading ignorance of some- 
thing that he should have known and 
that was that a reward had already been 
offered for the apprehension of people 
who destroyed street signs. He called 
attention, too, to the fact that sawdust 
and chips were frequently left on the 
street by people wdio ■ cut wood there. 
Repeatedly he had called attention of the 
chief and constables to this and he 
wanted to know why the police did hot 
notice such things without someone hav- 
ing to tell theni. 

The Mayor said that if people would 
report when they saw things going wrong 
it would be quite an assistance to the 
police. 

Aid. Humber could see no remedy but 
a curfew law to keep the boys in order. 

The letter was filed, Aid. Wilson sug- 
gesting Unit the chief of police should be 
requested to read up the by-laws and 
post himself. 

H. R. Hopkins asked that he be sup- 
plied with water on Bluuchard avenue 
outside the city limits if be put in the 
pipe at his own expense and put in a 
meter. 

The request was referred to the water 
commissioner with power to act. 

Fell cc Gregory on behalf of the Tay- 
lor Mill protested against the city block- 
ing up navigation so as to interfere with 
the passage of booms of logs at the Rock 
Bay bridge. 

This was laid on the table to await the 
consideration of the Rock Bay bridge. 

There were two kicks about the tram- 
way company. One was from ,T. John- 
son, complaining that the cars were run 
over Point Ellice bridge carrying more 
passengers than allowed by the by-law. 
The other was from AA'. I'. Grant, asking 
what had been done about the petition 
to the city to compel the tramway to run 
the cars to the city limits on Douglas 
street. 

Mr. Johnson's letter was referred to the 
police commissioners and the other com- 
plaint was, on Aid. Williams' motion, re- 
ferred to the city barrister, and city 
solicitor to see if the company could be 
compelled to run their line to the city 
limits. 

D. R. Ker desired to set out a boule- 
vard opposite his residence on Yates 
street. This was referred to the city 
engineer, street committee and city soli- 
citor to deal with. 

John Piercy applied for the live cents 
per font rebate for an asphalt sidewalk 
lie had laid opposite his residence on 
Menzies street. 

Some of the aldermen expressed the 
opinion that when anyone wanted the 
rebate the sidewalk should be of ma- 
terial approved of by the city before it 
was laid. 

The letter was referred to the city 
engineer for report. 

The. mayor informed the council that 
the steamer Sadie would make a trip 
to Darcey island next week, and any of 
the aldermen could go wdio wished. 

Aid. Williams was mov.ed at this to 
nsk if the Dominion government were 
going to help keep up the lazaretto. 

The mayor replied that the Dominion 
had already refused, but Aid. Williams 
wanted another try nt them. 

The street committee hnd quite a 
lengthy list of new sidewalks in their 
report. They asked that a sidewalk be 
laid on the ast side of Wharf street, be- 
tween Bastion square and Port street: 
also on Pembroke street from Blanchard 
westerly about 420 feet; Chatham 
street, north side, between Blanchard 
and Quadra; Humboldt street, north 
side, from Rupert westerly; random, 
north from Broad: Johnson, south 
side, west of Broad; Douglns, east side, 
In front of Odd Fellows' hall; Brotigh- 



| ten, north side and west of Government | 
Fort street, south side, from Quadra to 
A'uncouver, 030 feet east; St. Charles 
street, south of Belcher, 480 feet; St. 
John, west side, between Belleville and 
Quebec streets; Ida street, a gravel 
walk; Chambers street, between Alfred 
and North Chatham, east side, 1,000 
feet; Johnson street, north side, between 
Vancouver and Cook 030 feet; Fort 
street, south side, between Douglas and 
alley, 350 feet; that $400 be expended 
for gravelling Hillside avenue; ijilOO for 
improving Catherine street, Victorin 
AVest; re communication from J. D. 
MeNiven for a drain on Kingston street, 
between Menzies and Oswego streets, to 
enable him to drain his premises, that 
as the premises are bulow the level of 
the street, it would require about 550 
feet in length, partly through rock, at 
an average depth of seven feet, the com- 
mittee could not recommend the grant- 
ing of the request 

Aid. AA r ilsou thought Menzies stre»t 
and Superior street needed more atten- 
tion than Hillside avenue. 

Aid. Kinsman was moved thereupon 
to say that the South Ward got more 
than its share. 

Aid. Williams threw oil on what 
looked like the beginning of a ward 
squabble by saying' that Aid. AVilson's 
streets would not be forgotten, and at 
the same time he thought that the 
street committee deserved a little credit 
for spending their money so economi- 
cally this year. 

■ The troubled waters subsided after 
Aid. Humber bad called attention to 
the needs of the north end of Ddufelds 
street, Aid. Phillips bad declared Cook 
street was the worst in the city, and the 
mayor brought Store and Menzies 
streets to mind. 
The report was thou adopted. 
Aid. Kinsman, when the finance com 
mittee's report came lip, with the expen- 
ditures authorized at the last meeting 
suggested that a tire engine be pur- 
chased at once with part of the money. 

The mayor remarked that there would 
be more money foe this purpose when 
the tax sales came off. 

The shack on Cormorant street, over 
which such a long war lias been waged, 
was at last condemned, Aid. Kinsman, 
however, saying he was opposed to pull- 
ing the building down. 

There was next the proposition to bal- 
lot for a boy assistant to Mr, Borde, 
the water collector, as proposed in Aid. 
Brngg's motion passed last Monday. 

Aid. Bragg seemed to have changed 
his mind, however, for after the ballot 
papers, -which contained no less than 42 
names of applicants, were handed 
round, he thought Mr- Borde could get 
along very well without an assistant. 
If one was needed temporarily, the 
mayor could get a boy. 

Aid. Phillips seconded this and though 
the mayor said it was impossible ti 
carry on the work in the water col 
lector's office with only one man, Aid 
Bragg's motion to put- the matter off till 
the end of the year was carried. 

The "Payments Into Court" by-law 
was introduced by Aid. Hall and read a 
tirst time. Its purpose is to put off the 
re-payment of the loan of $30,000 which 
has been paid into court for security for 
the Point Ellice bridge suits. Other- 
wise the city would now have to pay 
this back out of the ordinary revenue 
this year. 

Aid. AVilliams did not understand the 
by-law, wanted time to study it, and as 
there was not a two-thirds vote in favor 
of the second reading, the by-law was 
laid over. 

The usual municipal elections by-law- 
was passed nnd the council adjourned.

Claims Recorded 003 That Trail. 
Already Sending: Rich Yield' 

tO-JUUOJlU. 



Further Details of the Rich Placers 
ill Northern British 
Coliimliia. 



It would seem flint nil that vast tract 
of country so broadly referred to as "the 
North," and extending from British 
Columbia up to the frozen Arctic zone, 
and from Teslin lahe to the Aleutians, is 
pregnant with yellow gold. The. rooks 
are quart? propositioiis everywhere; the 
dry benches everywhere tried return 
signs of the precious metal, while there 
is not a creek in the whole vast terri- 
tory, it is said, that will not give colors 
in the prospector's paa. 

Now it is the Pulton trail that i« 
claiming the ctttentiou of the northern 
miners— or rather dividing attention 
With the Atlin lake fields— and new, 
ground, as yet bandy scratched .over, 
about midway between Tcslin and Atlin 
lakes. The finds on the Daltop trail 
are known or now with particulars and 
certainty, and according li> M. A. Need- 
bam, n resident of Juneau and pioneer 
among Alaskan miners, who came down 
by rhe Cottage City yesterday, many of 
the 70 recorded claims are already send- 
ing gold into Juneau. 

"These diggings," he explained to the 
Colonist, "are about 40 miles up the 
Dalton trail from Haines' Mission, some 
of them on Porcupine creek and others 
on u small stream the name of which I 
■ do not recall. I saw $1,800 worth of 
the gold that was scut into Juneau, and 
I must sny it is as pretty dust as any 
•one would wish to look at, line and 
■clear in color and running well o 
JplfS to the ounce in value. Two men 
that I know of personally took out $000 
in live days, and did not half work then 
dirt: while the gravel on the shallow 
bedrock yields, I am told, from 25 cents 
to $1.50 to the pan. Of course, it is toe 
late in the season to determine the exact 
worth of these new diggings now, but 
they will he well ■ populated and thor 
oughly prospected with the coining of 
spring." 

Mr. Noedhnm enjoys the distinction of 
having been the first to prospect the At- 
lin lake district, although he was not 
the author of tho discoveries that, have 
•drawn all eyes to Atlin as the future 
great mining field of the North. 

"It was two-and-a-lmlE years ago 
when I tried the ground ut the mouth 
of Pine creek," he told the Colonist, 
"and though I got colors in plenty, the 
gold was all so tine and flowery that [ 
thought the creek was of little account 
and went on to try somewhere else. I 
know now wiiere I made my big mis- 
take." 

.T. McKay, formerly of the start of the 
Vancouver Nows-Advertiser. who has 
spent the summer on the Tcslin trail, 
brings the news of the discoveries mid- 
way between Tcslin and Atlin lakes. 
The new field in British Columbia has 
quite eclipsed the Klondike in the atten- 
tion of everyouo from Glenora to Tcs- 
lin, he says, ami one and all will find 
their way to Atlin in the spring, after 
wintering where they now are. Some 
few of the pioneers, who struck across 
from a point .'!() miles down Lake Teslin, 
are reported to have struck rich pay 
dirt about half way across to Atlin 
City, and will remain and develop these 
properties. Others will push on to 
their original objective point— Atlin be- 
ing the common cry. 

The Teslin-Clenora people are just 
now agitating for improved mail facili- 
ties, and have held several well-attended 
meetings in this connection. A monthly 
delivery is wdiat is wanted, and the resi- 
dents of the district think that such a 
service is none too frenuent to be rea- 
sonably asked for. Mr. Turner, for- 
merly of Her Majesty's customs at Van- 
couver, is the newly appointed postmas- 
ter at Glcnorn, and is doing all in bis 
power to bring about the desired im- 
provement. 

There were IS in all in Mr. McKay's 
party, who enme down the Stikine in an 
open row-boat, with the ice grinding ami 
pounding all around their fragile craft. 

Another party of six who arrived here 
by the Cottage City are headed by Fred, 
"YVntts and F. Johnson, both ex-Vuncou- 
verites. They have spent the summer 
on the lower Litird and Telly rivers, 
where they -found sufficiently promising 
placers to justify their return to the 
district, in the early spring. Two mem- 
bers of the company were left on the 
ground to protect the interests of all 
during the winter ..season. 

Frank Ottoman, who was a passenger 
from W ran gel by the just arrived steam- 
er, states that several rich strikes have 
been made recently on Nesutlin river, 
the chief feeder of Teslin lake. Two 
men are credited with having taken out 
50 ounces in Id days, while claims are 
being staked in every direction. Miners 
on the north fork of the Salmon are 
credited with winning from to $30 11 
day, and prices have gone up to the 
Dawson winter standard.

Victoria's Power Supply.— lion. A. 10. 
Smith, tins United Slates consul al this 
port, has written, to the state department 
on account of the completion of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Electric Railway ami 
Lighting Company's plant al Coldstream. 
Thu papers of. the United States are 
quoting from the report at considerable 
length and some are making the mistake 
of crediting the' municipality will; this 
undertaking. Quoting from the report 
the Tacomu Ledger says: "It is the 
highest fall in Canada, 2,300 feet abovi 
sea level. At nn elevation of 700 feel,

From the power house the 
electric current is carried on six cop- 
per wires 12 miles to the city, and fur- 
nishes power sufficient to operate the

It is the largest work of the kind in 
Western Canada, and with its mammoth 
machinery, miles of ditching and piping, 
the dam construction, the nmount of gen- 
era) work accomplished, and its success- 
ful result, the expense incurred, nearly 
$250,000, seems reasonable."-

The Caroline was to have .sailed to-day 
on this delightful voyage, but is held to 
accommodate a large party of Eastern 
tourists. 

THE COTTAGE CITV. 
Miners and business men from every 
corner of the Northland made up the 
passenger list of the Cottage City on 
her arrival iu port, after numerous 
vexutious little delays, cjiietly due to 
fugs, yesterday morning. There were 
men from the Peace river, from the 
Stikine and Lake Teslin, from Atlin, 
from Douglas Island, from Cook Inlet 
and the Tanana, and even from the 
heart and centre of the Klondike — 
Dawson City. For although everyone 
had looked upon the Flora as the last 
steamer of the season to come up the 
river, her sister, the Oro, robbed her of 
the honor, and her numerous party of 
miners and speculators landed at Ben- 
nett on the ,0th of the present month. 
They had left Dawson on the Ora on 
October 20, and at White Horse trans- 
ferred to the Olive May, which brought 
them through. Very little ice was found 
in the upper river, which is remarkable 
at this lime of the year — the first ice 
seen was coming out of the Teheenn 
into the Yukon. At Marsh lake there 
was a little ice, but this was in patches 
and not over a quarter of an inch thick, 
and the steamer had no difficulty in push- 
ing' her way through. The Ora is be- 
yond doubt the last steamer of the 
season, however; all the res; are now 
lied up until the river opens in the 
spring. Of the Atlin lake contingent by 
the Cottage City, H. B. Trotter is a 
claim owner on the latest discovered 
creek — MeKce — whose location and pros- 
pects were fully described in the Colo- 
nist several days ago. He says 'bat 
every foot of ground that is turned on 
the new creek makes its prospects 
brighter. Dr. John I 1 . Bennett, of 
Halifax, another passenger down, has 
proved by dear experience the difficulties 
and disadvantages of the Edmonton 
route, over which he set out for Dawson 
with four Chicago associates on March 
1, reaching Dease lake on September 7. 
The trail was found to be unworthy of 
the name, while as for the gold pros- 
pects on the Findley river, the Doctor 
asserts that the bars have been thor- 
oughly and scientifically prospected witli 
a return of not more than 15 cents a 
day, in Hour gold so tine as to disgust 
a veteran of the mines. Nor is the 
Peace river any better, for not an ounce 
of gold has been taken in this year at 
any of the Hudson's Bay posts in the 
district, while McDame's creek appeals 
to be experiencing a decided revival. 
Dr. Bennett reports seven boats, averag- 
ing four men to the boat, are missing on 
Great Slave, lake, the supposition being 
that all are; drowned, while this fate is 
known to have overtaken Mr. and Mrs. 
Booth, of Halifax, for their bodies have 
been recovered. 

MAY YET BE SAVED, 

The disabled steamer Brixham, when 
the Cottage City passed her on the 
downward voyage, was still apparently 
no worse than the day she idled herself 
on the treacherous rooks. The south- 
bound liner passed a little closer than 
usual, and her officers were able to 
Study the condition of the wreck, for 
which they were satisfied there is an ex- 
cellent chance to say the least, of wreck- 
ing operations being successfully car- 
ried out. They say that the steamer 
could not have held together as she has 
if the lirst opinion had been correct? and 
her injuries jeopardized the integral 
si l ength of her hull- 
THE OLD CARD CONTINUES. 
The Northern Pacific office was notified 
yesterday that the proposed change in 
the City of Seattle's chedule would not 
be made. The ship will therefore arrive 
and depart as usual in the morning. 
I1EPE FOR THE WINTER, 
After a long and tedious voyage from 
the Stikine occupying seventeen days, the 
river steamer Casca arrived on Sunday, 
having landed her cargo of mules on Sat- 
urna island. The vessel is down to tie 
up for the winter but before being tied 
up will go on the marine ways for re- 
pairs. During the past week she made 
seventeen trips up the Stikine carrying 
a full load up river on each voyage be- 
sides being well tilled once or twice com- 
ing down stream. 

WILL CALL TO-MORROW. 
J. II. Rogers, local agent of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha steamships, received a 
telegram notifying him that the Rlojun 
Mnru would call here on her way out 
lo the Orient on Wednesday. She will 
leave Seattle at. noon and will be due 
to arrive sometime during the evening. 
Mr. Rogers has been working indefatig- 
ably to get these steamers to call here 
and has practically ordered the Riojtlli 
Maru to come, prepared to stand the bur- 
den of the trouble should any be made 
for him in the head office at Kobe, which 
has been the principle obstacle iu the 
way of tile ships making Victoria a port 
of call. He has been successful in gel- 
ting the steamers to call regularly on 
the inward voyages and is making it well 
worth the Itiojun Main's while to touch 
here on Wednesday, having secured for 
her 500 tons of freight and between 71 1 
and 80 passengers.

The Province devotes a leading edi- 
torial to Mr. Hewitt Bostock, M.P., in 
which that gentleman is represented as 
being very capable and industrious. Com- 
plaint is made because he has been criti- 
cized. But why should he not be criti- 
cized? He is a public man, and the habit 
in this country is to criticize public men. 
He has not been harshly criticized to any 
extent, and anything that may have been 
said o£ him, that was at all severe, was 
called out by the manner in which tho 
Province and other newspapers, which 
owe their existence to him, have dealt 
with their political opponents. Some 
comment has been made upon the non- 
commercial way in which he permits his 
printing business to be conducted. This 
is proper criticism also, although as a 
rule a man's private affairs ought not to 
be discussed in the press, but Mr. Bos- 
tock's printing business is not bis private 
concern, since he does not depend on it 
for a living. He is a public man, as w 
have said, and lie has seen lit for some 
purpose other than financial profit to en- 
ter into competition with other business 
men. It is right that his manner of eon 
ducting his competition should be mad* 
known. His ambition to occupy a prom 
incut place in British Columbia politics 
is proper enough; but the means by which 
he endeavors to reach that place an 
open to criticism, and it is very foolish 
for the Province to attempt to evok 
sympathy for him because they have been 
criticized. If the public is to believe all 
the good things which the Province says 
about him, he may he absolved of any 
intention to stir up bitterness and strife, 
but it will bo at the expense of those 
with whom he has the misfortune to be 
associated. We select the following gem 
from the Province's article: 

That this kindly, courteous, generous 
gentleman, whose life has been one long 
study of self-sacrifice and heroic devotion 
to principles and the betterment of 111 
fellows, should be singled out for th 
malicious attacks, inspired by envy and 
jealousy, of such rags as the Victoria 
Colonist and the Kaniloops Standard, is 
deplorable in the extreme. 

At the time of his last visit to Victoria 
there was no indication that Mr. Bos 
tock's wings had begun to sprout, so it 
may be assumed that he is not yet pre- 
pared to fly away to the Elysian fields 
whore politics vex no more. In the 
meantime, if he will read the sentence 
quoted, he will get some inkling of the 
reason why papers criticize him. Hi 
will get a sample of tho insulting torn 
which his employees take towards others. 
If he reads the whole article of the Prov- 
ince through carefully he will see how 
oasily an over-zealous champion may 
place him in an awkward position. Why 
should his private virtues be paraded he 
for the public? Does he claim a mon- 
opoly of kindness, courtesy, and common 
decency? Does he wish the people if 
British Columbia to think that ho mon- 
opolizes all the cardinal virtues? So 
fulsome a piece of laudation in a news- 
paper, which owes its existence to him 
is without parallel. In one place tin 
Province speaks of the pure and generous 
hands with which Air. Bostock estab- 
lishes business. The article conveys the 
impression that some one is about tr 
■make a further appeal to his generosity. 

This paper has never in the slightest 
Intimated anything derogatory to Mr. 
Bostock personally. It has on the con- 
trary given him full credit for paying 
for favors received. What it has point- 
ed out is that his ambition and gener- 
osity, combined with a poor knowledge 
of human nature, have caused his name 
to be associated in the public mind with 
the most indecent journalism which ever 
afflicted any province of Canada. When 
ho gets a little older, he will realize for 
himself into what bad hands his public 
interests have fallen. No one will then 
regret more than he that he allowed his 
money to be employed by irresponsible 
people to stir up strife and hatred anil as- 
sail with the foulest language men in 
every way his equals, except in the 
wealth which is his "through the acci- 
dent of circumstances." 



prehensive statement of our claims. That 
the Conservative members would have 
co-operated with them there is no room 
for doubt, nor is there any reason for 
thinking that they would not have receiv- 
ed every assistance that any one could 
give them. So far as the public know, 
they have done absolutely nothing at 
all. It will bo remembered hereafter 
that, at this very critical time in the 
history of tho province, when one of its 
most important industries was at stake, 
these gentlemen, representing tho dom- 
inant party in Canadian polities and pre- 
sumably In touch with the government, 
never so much as moved their hands to 
protect our interests. 



OUIt PLACER JUNES. 

The Colonist has unquestionably 
struck a popular note in suggesting that 
the mining law of British Columbia 
should be changed so as to prohibit the 
ownership of placer claims by aliens 
The proposition is simply a business one 
It is inspired by a desire to promote the 
business of British Columbia and of 
Canada as a whole, and by no other feel 
ing whatever. One of the gentlemen 
interviewed by the Colonist on Saturday 
said that so long as the aliens were resi- 
dents of the province it was Immaterial 
whether they should be allowed to own 
mines or not. ' The trouble about such 
a provision would be that it would be 
difficult to draw the line between penna 
nent and transient residents. 

It will not be suggested by nny one that 
aliens, who have already located placers 
should be deprived of the benefit of their 
discoveries, or that any question should 
be raised us to the rights of those who 
have already acquired placers in good 
faith by purchase. The law should ap 
ply only to future operations. 



THAT SECOND Alt Y GOLD BELT 

The news printed this morning from 
the Stikine is further proof of the exist- 
ence of what we have called tho second 
ary gold belt extending down tho eastern 
slope of the Coast Range. If reference 
ho had to tho map of British Columbia 
and note bo taken of the three points, 
at which paying placers have been found, 
they will bo scon to bo Lome Crook on 
the Skeona, Glacier Creek on the Stik- 
ine and Pine Creek in the Atlin country 
These three points are substantially in 
the same belt. What lies between them 
in a matter of surmise, but there is 
ground for supposing that other placers 
may be found. These discoveries ought 
to lead to the prospecting of tho region 
south of the Skeona and east of tin 
Coast Range and as far south as the 
large lake called Chilco, which lies oast 
of the head of Bute Inlet. Hitherto 
this part of the province has not bei 
much considered in connection with mi 
ing. It is known that there is much 
good farming land in this section, and 
extensive cattle ranges and a great dea 
of excellent timber, but no one has paid 
much attention to its value from a min 
ing point of view. Exploration will 
doubtless bo stimulated by those dis- 
coveries further north. 



THE SEALING INDUSTRY. 

A correspondent, who is what he signs 
himself, expresses his inability to under- 
stand the apathy of British Columbia's 
representatives in connection with the 
sealing industry. Many persons will 
share his surprise. It is quite intelligible 
that the representatives of this province 
in parliament should not make any pub- 
lic demonstration in regard to sealing. In 
this respect they do well to follow the 
example set by Sir Charles Tapper, and 
leave the hands of the government un- 
fettered; but this is no excuse for inac- 
tion in a private way. There is no rea- 
son whatever why they should not have 
taken counsel together and agreed upon 
some case to present to the government, 
setting forth what this province ought 
to have in compensation for the extinc- 
tion of an important industry. So far 
as any one knows they have not taken 
the slightest step in this direction-. 

The majority of the representatives of 
British Columbia in tho House of Com- 
mons are in sympathy with the present 
administration, and wo submit that it 
was tho duty of these members to invite 
the co-oporation of tho two Conservative 
representatives and the senators for the 
.province in formulating a just and corn- 



In tho main, the Colonist endorse 
what the Times says about advance 
theatre notices. These are not. the 
opinions of the newspaper printing them. 
They are as much a part of tho adver- 
tisement as are the posters on the 
streets. The public will have to learn 
to discriminate between notices, although 
it is undoubtedly the duty of every 
paper to prevent those that are mislead- 
ing from being printed, when it can 
possibly be done. On tho other 
hand, even managers are frequently dis 
appointed. A play makes an excellent 
impression elsewhere, and the manager 
of tho local theatre thinks ho is getting 
an attraction, possessing some merit 
At the last moment he finds himself do 
eeivetl as to the character of tho com- 
pany presenting it. The disappoint- 
ment is more severe to him than to any, 
for he knows it will detract from the 
success of his next venture. Most en- 
gagements are for one night only, and 
this makes it impossible for the local 
newspapers to criticize the performance, 
so that what they say can be of any 
value to their readers. While speaking 
of this subject, reference may bo made 
to the matter of criticisms generally. 
It is usually the idea of the Colonist to 
endeavor to convey an impression of the 
manner in which tho audience receives 
a performance. This is quite as im- 
portant to the intending patron as any- 
thing else. Ordinarily we cannot ex- 
pect in a city like Victoria to have the 
best talent on the stage. At times we 
have this privilege, but as a rule we 
must be content with something not 
quite as good as the best. To criticize 
the majority of performances from the 
standpoint of a metropolitan theatre 
would, therefore, often be misleading. 
It is right also to add that Victoria has 
the reputation in the amusement, world 
of not patronizing the best companies. 



A Washington despatch says that the 
United States government has deter- 
mined to keep the Philippines, and that 
the only tiling to be discussed is the 
terms of their surrender. It is surpris- 
ing how grout a change there has been 
in sentiment: upon this point. A few 
months ago the suggestion that an em- 
pire should be established on tho eastern 
side of the Pacific would have aroused a 
chorus of denial from all parts of the 
Union. Put in this, as in other matters, 
it was tho first btep that cost. The an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands sim- 
ply paved tho way for tho larger acqui- 
sition. 



The Queen has given her hearty ap- 
proval to tho intermarriage of scions of 
the British nobility and girls from 
American families, and she thinks it a 
slander on the latter to say that is is 
their money the young lordlings are 
after. Her Majesty thus rebukes a 
class of critics confined chiefly to the 
United States. 



The next time this paper attempts to 
make a joko, it will put a label on it. 
The other day it made a reference to 
tho rather amusing incidents accompany- 
ing tho opening of the branches of the 
Bank of B. N. A. and tho Bank of 
Commerce at Greenwood City. The 
Vancouver World understood it as a 
serious criticism upon tho two institu- 
tions and read this paper a very severe 
lecture on the subject. Wo can assure 
our solemn contemporary that the Col- 
onist does not in point of fact believe 
that the ghosts of the founders of the 
Bank of B. N. A. prowl around British 
Columbia on moonlight nights or that the 
Hank of Commerce spends its time in 
skylarking. But good often comes out 
of evil, and the World's misunderstand- 
ing of the Colonist's attempt at a joke 
gave it the opportunity to say some- 
thing good about the Bank of Commerce 
and tell the public how very excellent an 
institution it is. The Colonist was and 
is of the opinion that the standing 
of the Bank of Commerce was sufficient- 
ly well known to render its reputation 
secure from any little pleasantry over a 
very amusing performance. It's dollars 
to doughnuts that the World will dis- 
cover some hidden meaning in this para- 
graph, but wo can assure it that it is 
perfectly innocent. 

The Columbian finds the Colonist's 
complaint of the apathy of public senti- 
ment very amusing. Perhaps it is to 
tho Columbian, but it is not to anyone 
who has endeavored to arouse publie in- 
terest in any important question. It is 
not only in regard to politics that tho 
public are apathetic. They are apa 
thetic in regard to our sealing interests, 
in regard to the outcome of the Anglo- 
American conference, in respect to 
other matters directly affecting the 
province, in regard to the interests of 
our mining sections, in regard to seenr 
ing the control of the trade of our gold 
fields. Let the Columbian endeavor to 
arouse the public mind upon some que; 
tion, anil it will see that the apathy is 
not such an amusing thing after all. 



The Russian government is said to 
contemplate the construction of a canal 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea. One 
object is said to be to provide a way by 
which warships can pass from one of 
these seas to tho other without having 
to go through the Dardanelles. The 
canal would cost about ?l. r >0,000,00(), 
and its construction would occupy at 
least five years. Although this story 
conies in the shape of a St. Petersbur 
despatch, we arc inclined to think it, is 
only an old tale revived. Russia has 
other uses for her money just now than 
in building canals for her warships. 



Some people in Vancouver are agitat- 
ing for the construct icai of a railway 
from that city to Teslin Lake, and also 
from that city to Omineca. This seems 
a mistake. Wo all want, to see tin 
northern country tapped by a railway 
from a British Columbia port, but it 
surely is a mistake to begin the road as 
far south as Vancouver. This would 
involve the construction of many hund- 
red miles of railway, which would tak< 
a long time and cost many millions. 
Par better begin the lino from some 
more northerly point. 



Prof. David Starr Jordan, in an article 
in the Atlantic Monthly from which we 
reprint an extract, throws a whole flood 
of darkness upon the future of Alaska. 
Prof. Jordan has a very remarkable 
faculty of talking around a subject. But 
when he speaks of Alaska being "like 
a sucked orange" after the placers are 
exhausted, . he gives British Columbians 
something to thing of. 

The Hooley revelations are getting 
unique. This champion dealer evidently 
believed that anything tinder the crown 
of the United Kingdom could be bought 
at a price. There seems to have- been 
some very dirty business carried on by 
some very high-toned people. 



The fire at Dawson came at a very 
bad time of year. There will necessar- 
ily be considerable inconvenience owing 
to the difficulty of getting building ma- 
terial at this season; but probably there 
will be no great distress. 



The Colonist learns that the city 
council has not abandoned the intention 
of procuring a new fire engine, but that, 
if expectations in regard to the surplus 
are realized, a portion of it will he de- 
voted to that, purpose. 



The newly discovered gold fields at 
Lake Atlin are likely to prove even more 
extensive than was at first anticipated. 
Each report speaks of new finds more 
remote than previous ones from the 
original discovery. 
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THE SALARIES OF JUDGES. 
Lord Aberdeen is exercising his privi- 
lege of criticising us on the eve of his 
departure from Canada. His Lordship 
paid an agreeable tribute to the reputa- 
tion of the bench in Canada, and urged 
that the salaries of the judges should be 
increased. He might have done us the 
justice to say that parliament, no later 
than last session, assisted the judges in 
two ways, by increasing the number, and 
in some cases the salaries. It must, be 
remembered that the face salaries of the 
judges is smaller than their income. It 
is hard to say just what are the incomes 
of our judges. They range from $8,000 
a year down. The average salary of a 
judge in the province of Quebec is $">.- 
000 with $1,000 additional provided in 
certain cases. In Ontario the average 
salaries of the Superior court judges i-s 
?5,000, and that used to be suppliment- 
ed by $1,000 each from the Ontario leg- 
islature, under a legal fiction. That prac- 
tice is probably continued In Ontario to 
this day. Over the rest of Canada tho 
salaries of the Superior court judges are 
$4,000, and in all these cnBOS the chief 
justice receives $1,000 more, and 



every judge in Outario receives $100 each 
tune he holds in assize court. Each 
judge in Quebec receives ^100 for go- 
ing on the bench to hear an appeal, else- 
where, and $0 a day for each day he is 
absent from home. Under tins provision 
it was stated in parliament last session 
that one of the judges fraudulently ob- 
tained a lot of public money. The extra 
$100 for holding court is paid in Nova 
Scotia and Now Brunswick, and $^00 
in Prince Edward Island. In Manitoba 
and British Columbia no such allowance 
is made, but instead, travelling allow- 
ances are to be determined by the Gov- 
ornor-in-councU. The Govornor-iu-coun- 
cil doubtless deals liberally with the 
judges in the matter of travelling allow- 
ances, and it will bo soon how difficult 
it is (uud we have not recited all the 
perquisites) to say what iB the income 
of a Superior court judge.-- Winnipeg 
Tribune. 

THE DOOMED MINISTER. 

It is, as the Globe would say, of tin.' 
"first importance" that a minister should 
be acceptable to the people of the section 
he is supposed to represent. All the vis- 
ible signs and tokens indicate that the 
Liberals west of Lake Superior do not 
regard Hon. Clifford Siftofl favorably— 
in fact he is developing into the greatest 
weakness of the government which was 
to draw a share of its support from his 
strength in the West. 

The multiplying signs of Mr. Sifton's 
weakness in the West fulfil the expecta- 
tions formed at the time he broke into 
the cabinet. Small groups of official Lib- 
erals in two or three Manitoba constitu- 
encies clamoured for Mr. Sifton. There 
was some slight enthusiasm for Mr. Sif- 
ton ia ltegiua, but the rank and file of 
the party in Manitoba and the Territor- 
ies did not want him, and the Liberals 
in British Columbia knew little and car- 
ed less about him. 

The trials of a little less than two 
years in the cabinet have aggravated tho 
original weakness of Mr. Sifton's posi- 
tion. He lias not united Manitoba in ad- 
miration of his greatness. The Terri- 
tories outside of Rcgina are hostile or in- 
different, and British Columbia, consci- 
ous of its strength, looks coldly on Mr. 
Sifton, and may make direct representa- 
tion in tho cabinet the price of its con- 
tinued support of the Liberal party. 

It is difficult to see how Mr. Sifton can 
he useful, let alone Indispensable, to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. The fatal friendship of 
the G.I'.R. has blighted his career. Just 
as soon as the Laurier government feels 
its need of strength in Western Canada 
it will go to Manitoba or the Territories 
or to British Columbia to find the 
strength which Mr. Sifton lacks, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier can butter the Minister 
of the Interior with smooth words, but 
the Premier, who allowed circumstance 
to compel him lo play the part of cold 
blooded Lngrate to Joseph Martin, to 
whom be owed a great deal, is not 
likely to sacrifice much in the cause of 
friendship for Clifforel Sifton. to whom 
he owes nothing.— Toronto Telegram. 

TRADE OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The province of British Columbia i: 
one of groat natural resources in tim 
her, fish, and minerals, and the ex- 
ports of that province should naturallv 
cut a very respectable figure'. Tin? im 
ports of the province are <>r course ex 
eeptionnlly large, because of the sea 
ports of Victoria and Vaneonver, ant 
the large amount of food products re 
quired to feed the miners in the Koote 
nay country. For this reason the im 
ports credited to British Columbia in the 
trade returns are as large as those of 
Nova Se;otia, where the population is 
five times as great. Per head of th" 
population, however, British Columbia 
probably consumes more than the rest 
dents of any other province in Canada 
The fotal imports awl exports of tin 
province for the last ten years are as 
follows:

It will be seen that while the imports 
of 1897 had Increased by one-fourth 
over the preceding year, the increase 
in exports, which amounted to one-th'rd 
in 1897, is about one-fifth in 1898. 
Nevertheless the increase for the fiscal 
year ending June, lSOS. is very satis- 
factory, the total trade being $-1, 500,000 
more than in 1S07. The record is one 
of which British Columbia has a right 
to feel proud, and is one which the whole 
of Canada views with great satisfac- 
tion. — Winnipeg Free Press. 

TEMPERANCE IN QUEBEC. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier's statement, that 
nearly two-thirds of the province of Que- 
bec now enjoys the benefits of prohibition 
or partial prohibition will surprise many 
people. A traveller who has been 
through the prohibition states of Iowa 
and Kansas is authority for tho state- 
ment that it is easier to procure liquor 
in almost any part of those states than 
in the counties, say, of Nicolet and Lot- 
biuiere. In these nnd other counties 
there are no bars. There are liquor 
shops, but no drinking is allowed on the 
premises and it is doubtful if there is 
anywhere, in Anglo-Saxondom at least, 
a single place where regulations of a 
similar nature are so strictly observed — 
Toronto Globe.

The past season's experience in the Kloii 
•.like transportation business has demon- 
strated one thing most conclusively— that 
the lower river route cannot he a successful 
competitor with the upper in the handling 
of passengers, mails, outfits or light freight. 
It was six months ago still regarded as tho 
natural highway" to the Klondike, and 
many were the arguments adduced to show 
that the upper river service could never 
he a success. In the face of these Mr. F. 
II. Katteubury's Arm, the Klondike & Lake 
Ueunett Navigation 'company, proceeded to 
demonstrate In practice the soundness of 
their conclusions with regard to the upper 
river, and now all who made light 
their plans originally are quite ready to 
tu'low the example set by tills hustling Vic- 
toria Arm, 

'I lie last of these to take action Is the 
p oneer commercial association of the 
Arctic country, the North American Trad- 
lug & Transportation Company, whose 
Unfile manager, .Mr. A. N. Gray, was a 
passenger by the Cottage City yesterday, 
alter several months in the North. As 
Is well known, Mr. Gray's company is Un- 
original trading company of the gold Ilelds, 
having formerly had trading stations at 
Circle City and other Yukon river points, 
and lust no time In establishing a station 
at Dawson as soon as the Klondike strike 
was reported. The all-water route from St. 
Michael by steamer to Seattle and San 
Francisco was their route, and on this 
all of the steamers of the company oper- 
ated. It will he difficult next year and 
111 succeeding years, however, for the cum- 
puny next spring will have six steamers on 
tne upper river run. The boats, being built 
for this special service, will be put together 
at Lake Bennett, and while being modern 
vessels in every sense of the word, will be 
of very light draft. 

"I went North for the purpose of looking 
into the feasibility of putting a line of 
steamers on tills upper river run," said Mr. 
Gray to a newspaper man, 011 ills arrival 
out from Dawson. "I have looked the Held 
over, have been over both trails, have In- 
vestigated the railway situation and have 
filed my recommendation that the steamers 
lie built nt Bennett and made ready for 
operation as soon as the season opens in 
the spring." 

"Will your vessels operate In connection 
witli the railway line?" was asked. 

"I am not ready to answer that question 
vet," said Mr. Gray. "I would like to 
have a talk with Mr. Hawkins, of the rail- 
and see what lie rfould be willing to 
do, hut since he Is south I will not see him 
this trip." 

"Have you made any arrangements for 
ic handling of freight at Bennett or else- 
where on the upper river run?" wns next 
asked. 

"No, I have not," he said. "I do not 
know whether the road will build to Ben- 
nett or roach the headwaters or the Yukon 
some. other point. I wanted to arrange 
for the purchase of warehouse sites at Ben- 
•tt, but did not care to do anything until 
found out just exactly what the railway 
will do. I understand that the final sur- 
vevs of the Yukon have been completed to 
Bonnet and also to the river by the ToochI 
route. I do not know where the road will 
I wish I did." 

you think there Is any likelihood of 
■oinpnny making arrangements with 
the railway to use your steamers under a 
traffic agreement to accept freight at Se- 
ttle billed through to Dawson?" 
"I am nor prepared to say anything 
bout that. As yet we have no such ar- 
rangement, for the steamers arc not built, 
although it Is tnie I have filled my mis- 
sion here and have recommended that the 
steamers be built with all possible dis- 
patch." 

It Is known t lint previous to Mr. Gray's 
arrival In Alaska tho people In charge of 
the Dawson agency of his company recom- 
mended that the upper Yukon river run be 
utilized In preference to the lower all-water 
route. The Seattle office took this matter 
up. and the Chicago office then became 
Interested. The result was that Mr. Gray 
was Induced to give up his position with 
the Nippon Yusen Kalsha to accept the 
position as general trnfile manager of the 
N. A. T. &. T. Company. Ills first work' 
was to investigate the feasibility of the 
upper Yukon route. Ills report, as sent In, 
recommends the Immediate construction of 
six river steamers to be put together nt 
Bennett. Inasmuch 08 It Is n foregone 
conclusion that unless the railway makes 
a traffic agreement with some big coin- 
pnny capable of handling the traffic of the 
road it will build steamers of Its own, It 
Is barely possible tlint some agreement may 
lie entered Into between the railway and 
Mr. Gray's company. 

The matter of steamer connections be- 
twecn Skagway, Victoria and Puget Sonnd 
ports is another question that will bo agi- 
tated before tho winter Is over, and will 
be settled surely before tho middle of 
December, in order to nccommodate the 
rush that will set In for the winter. If 
tlio railway can do what It: claims, and 
It is bflleved that it can, it: will lie able 
to nccopt goods In Now York or Jericho 
for Dawson and ship them through In 
bond, the owner of the goods following 
at his leisure, and not being troubled In 
any manner with duties, packlne or nny- 
thlng else. The Dawson trip will In an- 
other season take on the nppenrance of a 
pleasure trip pure and simple, with nil 
old-time weary, back-breaking, trail 
hardship features eliminated. It is the 
impression that the N. A. T. & T. Company 
will handle the river end of the traffic for 
tlio railway, although It Is by no means 
certain that such will be the result. 

Mr. Gray would not talk much about bis 
plans. He would only sny that six steamers 
would surely be built, and that the upper 
river run would bo utilized In the same 
thorough manner as tho lower liver In the 
past. 

.VIII not the building of these steamer* 
entail n gront deal of expense and work to 
build them quickly?" was asked. 

"If It Is doomed wise to build thorn tho 
time and the work nnd the extra expense 
Will not be a serious drawback," said Mr. 
Gray. Ho said It In a confident manner, 
and his demeanor suggested that ho had In 
mind the unlimited resources of his com- 
pany; It's more than $30,000,000 of capital 
!n the sold fields alone, and Its great 
wealth In tho States. It wns evident that 
Mr. Orny Is confident the boats will be 
ready for active son-Ice when the river 
opens, whether It costs little or much. 

Mr. Orny also states that In tho spring 
his compnny will In all probability arranne 
to nccommodate the travel of the Allln 
gold floldH. nnd n trading post be estab- 
lished In the gold fields by his company. 
Ho. will probably go North agnln In the

WATCHING HE It GROW. 

One of the Waterous Engine "Works 
Firm Having a Look u.t British 
Columbia. 

Mr. C. H. "Waterous, of the Waterous 
Engine Works Counmiiy. Limited, whose 
extensive works are at Braatford, Out. 
left A r ictoria this morning and after n 
short stay in Vancouver proceeds East. 
His visit to the West has been in con- 
nection not only with the large trade 
which his firm does in the Northwest 
and British Columbia, but also in regard 
to the Australian business, which Mr. 
Waterous says, is growing very satisfac- 
torily. The Waterous company have 
also a large connection among the mines 
for boilers and machinery and conse- 
quently are in touch with British Colum- 
bia in that respect as well as with the 
lumbering industry, for quite a number 
of the big mills have been outfitted by 
them. 

It is seven years since Mr, Waterous 
was in British Columbia last and he ex- 
pressed himself yesterday as very much 
impressed with the growth made since 
then. Times are good in the East;, and 
iu the Northwest where the Wateroua 
company have put in seventeen elevators 
this year, the reports of loss by bad 
weather have been highly exaggerated. 
If nothing untoward has happened since 
he was there a couple of weeks ago, there 
will be practically no loss to speak of. 
The good times in the Northwest and the 
high opinion Eastern people have of 
British Columbia, together with Can- 
adian progress generally, have given a 
healthy tone to business anil a feeling 
of great, confidence in the future. The 
consequence is that tho wheels of indus- 
try are buzzing merrily and the Water- 
ous company are helping to supply those 
wheels. 

Incidentally speaking of fire protection,. 
Mr. Waterous referred to a town not a 
great distance from Brantford where the 
people deferred tnking precautions md 
he had hoped that they would not be 
obliged to call on his company's help 
omo day when disaster came. Sure 
enough this lire did come and what is 
more the Waterous company sent out an 
engine to help quell the Humes, though 
t, was not in time to stop a loss of ovci 
$100,000. A first class engine which 
would send a couple of streams 250 feet 
would cost about $5,000 delivered and 
would suit Victoria's needs just as well 
as the bigger kind the firm makes for 
large cities. 

Mr. Waterous was making some en- 
iniries into BritishColumbiii's capabilities 
for making wood pulp for paper and said 
that in the East this and the attending 
business of paper making is advancing 
very rapidly.

•, Firo ptlginatlng in the Green Tree sa- 
loon, through the hurling oC a lighted 
lamp by Belle Mitchell, a woman of the 
town, laid In ashes four cent ml blocks 
at Dawson City on the 14th October, oc- 
casioning a total net lo.ss oC half a mil- 
lion dollars, and reuderlEg hundreds 
homeless on the eve of an Arctic whiter, 
with no material available for the re- 
building of the obliterated section. More 
than forty buildings were destroyed, in- 
elusive of the newly renovated post olLiee 
and a number of the larger saloons. 

The fire was started at about live in 
the morning and was fanned by tierce 
winds from up river. It took, the city 
unprepared, for although the lire appara- 
tus had arrived weeks before, it had only 
been partially set up, and no department 
organized to handle it intelligently. In 
this crisis Charles Bush, ex-engineer of 
the Victoria lire brign'de, formed' un erii 
ergency company, to whom the salvatioi 
of the city is attributed. 

The burnt tract takes til all of" both 
sides of Front street from the Greet 
Tree to the Pioneer hall with no iusur 
a nee on any of the buildings or upon tin. 
valuable stocks in which the principal 
loss lies, fifty thousand dollars' worth 
of damage to stocks was occasioned by 
water, and accepting the loss at ."() pel 
cent, of the losers' estimate, the total h 
placed at $503,000. No lives were lost 
hut. Private Mullens, (i. O. Ellis, Dan 
Milieu, YV. A. Jones, Constable Tripp, 
Private Enlield, and Al. Haskeus receiv- 
ed serious burns and other injuries in 
lighting the Humes. 

Belle Mitchell, who caused the fire, 
was also the maker of the tire of a yea 
ago and burned down her own place le® 
than two mouths since by throwing a 
lamp in precisely similar manner. She 
has not yet. been arrested hut It is ex- 
pected that she will be. The Dnwson- 
ians have 

ONLY THEMSELVES TO' BLAME 
for this la lest disaster that has come up 
on them, the extent of which can hut 
vaguely be realized by the people of any 
other community, It is not in the im- 
posing character of the buildings Ac» 
troyed that the town will feel their loss 
most keenly, nor yet in their' value in 
that land of big figures, but through the 
fact that there is no possibility of re- 
placing the destroyed places of habita- 
tion, and hundreds will in consequence 
he forced to face the winter that is now 
upon them with no shelter worthy of the 
name. The present catastrophe would 
not have occurred had ordinary prudence 
been exercised in either of two directions 
— ir Belle Mitchell bad been dealt with 1 
the law when she endangered the town 
a year ago or when she burned down her 
own cabin even more recently; or if the 
■equipment and organization of the fin 
department had been intelligently com 
plctcd as it was well begun. How. with 
no insurance obtainable on their valuable 
properties, the business men of Daw 
could have been so blind as to permit of 
delay in this respect seems past under- 
standing, more particularly so us their 
home paper— the Midnight Sun— pointed 
them plainly to their danger in such di- 
rect words as the following quoted from 
the issue of September 2-1: 

"The lire occurring Tuesday inoruiuf. 
near the very business centre of tie 
town, ami the rapidity with which i 
Cllbhl and its entire contents were con- 
sumed, the occupants barely escaping 
with their lives, must necessarily fort 
itself upon the minds of nil business men 
of Dawson. Many people deem n cabin 
const meted of huge logs practieallv fire 
proof, under the mistaken idea that it 
would take these logs so long to becomi 
ignited that little difficulty would lie ex- 
perienced in extinguishing them. An.) 
one laboring under this impression should 
visit the scene of Tuesday morning's eon 
ilagration . and his mind will- he readily 
•disabused. Unless more fire protection 
is established, and especially now that 
cold weather is coming on apace and the 
stoves kept at a- white heat, the rumor 
that was rife in the outside world last 
winter that Dawson was burned to the 
ground will become an established fact. 
It: would be ext remedy inconvenient to at- 
tempt to rebuild the city after winter has 
set in. (rJut. the fire. equipment in shape 
to be utilized, organize the volunteer 
corps, and he in readiness at the first 
call, or pay dear for the uncalled for 
delay." . And again elsewhere in th> 
same issue: "It is a shame that the 
wheels are not put on the lire engine. If 
n fire should break out on the water 
front this costly and excellent fire ap- 
paratus would certainly he- destroyed, 
while the less valuable chemical engines, 
hose carts and hook nod ladder could 
easily la- removed to a place of safety." 

It is generally understood that a de- 
sire to choose fire department heads at 
the time of the civic elections in Janu- 
ary was the cause of 

THE FATAL DELAY 
in organization; anil while the city 
waited for fire protection at command 
of the petty politicians, the most im- 
portant portion of the newly acquiror! 
nppurntus— the steam fire V engini — re- 
mained bill partially put together and 
lacking the wheels that would enable it 
to be drawn lo the scene of danger 
should a call to oction be sounded. The 
result is written in the dust and ashes 
of much-needed buildings that it is now 
impossible to replace. . i .'■ • 

News of the fire was brought: out bv 
passengers who came up the river on 
The Ora. leaving Dawson on Ociolier tin 
and occupying 1-1 days fn the navigation 
Of the ice-choked river, five days seeing 
the steamer a prisoner of the chop and 
floes. One of these passengers was o. 
P. Atwood, of the Globe Wall Paper 
Co., of Seattle, and here is the account 
of the conflagration that be supplied to 
the Daily Alaskan on his arrival at 
Skagwuy: 

"The blaze started at about 5:30 
o'clock in the morning, as the sequel of 
a row between two women at the Green 
Tree saloon. One of these women, 
known as Belle -Mitchell, threw a light- 
ed lamp at the other. The lamp broke, 
the oil spread, and in a few seconds the 
building was on fire. The fire of si 
year ago was caused by this^same wo- 
man, who , uf. lhii,l time threw a lamp at 
n man witli whom she had a quarrel. 
A month ago she burned her own place 
up. oin 'Third 'a venue in Dawson by 
throwing a lamp' ;if. a woman;, and now 
she' caused , 'a conllagration ' by again 
biffing her temper and; wielding 'a not her 
lighted lump.

The post otlice.was the next, building 
south of the GrceiiThco sdloon, and.tliu 
work of getting the letters and parcels 
of j mail matter "out was "attehdotT "! fo 
quickly. Although nearly all the mail 
wns saved, it is in great confusion. The 
post office building had just been com- 
pleted and was lifted up with call boxes 
and private boxes. 

" Within ten minutes' the Green Tree 
saloon was in ruins, and it was seen 
that the whole block was gone. Over 
four blocks were soon burning, and the 
magnitude of the disaster became under- 
stood. Within ten minutes after the 
throwing of the lamp, the Green Tree 
was a seething mass of Name, and the 
post ofllce wus also • ablaze. Another 
live minutes and the whole block was a 
seething sea of fire. When the fire- 
fighters, hastily organized by Charlie 
Bush, completed their labors, it was 
found that the losses, as stated by the 
Nugget of the following morning, were 
about as follows:

During the progress of the fire a new 
dnnger presented itselr in the presence 
in nearly every building of powder and 
cartridges in various quantities. These 
tis they wore discharged at intervals cre- 
ated temporary panics, although fortu- 
nately no one was struck by the wild 
bullets. The only injuries resulting, 
from the lire were received by those 
most zealous among the lire lighters. 
Privates Mullens and Enlield were bad- 
ly burned, the former receiving a number 
of ugly cuts in addition; G. O. Ellis bad 
his shoulder dislocated and his head cut; 
Dan Milieu's sealp was cut and his skull 
cracked; W. A. Jones had his head al- 
most crushed and his body frightfully 
burned; Constable Tripp suffers from 
burns and sprains; and Al. Ilaskens has 
a broken leg. lu 

FIGItTIXG TEIE FIRE 
Charles bush and others who served their 
apprenticeship as firemen in this city 
came to the front in a way that will long 
be remembered by the Dawson folk. 
Bush is slated for engineer of the new 
department, and in the absence of any 
other person in authority he took com- 
mand as soon as the 1 alarming propor- 
tions of the lire became apparent, lie 
had just completed the setting up of the 
chemical engine and promptly had it at 
work, while others got out, the steamer, 
put the wheels on, and within two hours 
had it in running order. Hush had as 
his lieutenants for the hard night's work 
a number of old veterans of the city and 
the Sound brigades— .1. Sears, T. J". Lain, 
IT. B. Mitchell. Win. Kerr; D. GrUHn 
and one uf the Pettlerew boys — while 
their efforts were well seconded by til 
police and the military, with upwards of 
-,000 civilian volunteers, provided with 
buckets, axes anil blankets. 

The lesson taught by the lire will not 
be lost, upon Dawson and the organiza- 
tion of the lire department will he com 
pleted at once— now that the damage is 
done,

RELEASED OX nAIUCASyOORPUS. 

Captain Owen of , the steamer jCity of 
Xanaimo, who wM ; committed for trilli- 
on November 7 for assault fjinrgei' 
against him by W. W. Thomas, was n 
leased yesterday on n writ of habea 
corpus.' Not that Captain Owen was in 
gaol at the time, because he was at lar; 
on bail, but. the bail being given, was 
regarded constructively as custody. ' 
application was made yesterday after- 
noon' in chambers before Mr. Justice 
Walkom, by* Mr. George 11 Powell for 
Captain Owen: Mr. A. D. Belyeu op- 
posing on behalf of the Crown. 

Mr. Powell took the ground that sec- 
tion 593 of the Code had nor been com- 
plied with by the justices, Messrs. Pear- 
son and McMicking. in that lhey com- 
mitted Capt. Owen for trial without first 
asking him, as required by that section, 
whether be bad any witnesses to offer 
in his defence. 

Mr. Belyea held that the point was 
taken too' late, for section 17 of the 
Habeas Corpus act provided that affer 
the assizes were proclaimed, an appli- 
cation under habeas corpus proceedings 
could only be made to the judge of as- 
size. 

Mr. Justice Walkom. however, held 
that the assizes hud not been proclaimed 
as an advertisement in a newspaper or 
the gazette did not constitute proclama- 
tion, lie also pointed our that procla- 
mation meant really the formality 
preceding the opening of the court. The 
law in habeas corpus proceedings, he 
said, he construed very strictly, and in 
view of the point raised by Mr. Powell, 
the writ must issue and Capt. Owen's 
bail be returned. As there had been no 
trial, however, there was no reason why 
('apt. Owen might not again be arrest 
ed.

between Russia and the United States. 

In this connection Count Cassini took 
occasion to join issue with a prevailing 
public view that England showed con- 
spicuous friendship for the United States 
during the critical state in the w.ar with 
Spain, declining to join the great pow- 
ers of Europe in a move for intervention. 
The ambassador says he has seen this 
report frequently and it seems to be ac- 
cepted in this city as a part of the his- 
tory of the recent war and as the basis 
for much applause for England at the 
expense of other great powers of Europe, 
but Count Cassini says that no such 
action on the part of Great Britain 
ever took place and that the impeach- 
ment of the continued friendliness of 
other powers is due to misapprehension 
of the facts. At no time, he says, was 
there a purpose on the part of the great 
powers to intervene against the action 
of the United States, so that there was 
never an occasion for such a display of 
English friendship in checking the de- 
signs of the crreat powers as is generally 
presented. Count Cassini says that the 
story although very widely circulated 
and generally accepted as fact is noth- 
ing less than a fable and that for the 
truth of history as well us for the re- 
moval of this groundless reflection upon 
the attitude of European powers toward 
the United Stntes the fable should not 
be accepted as a part of the record of the 
war. He does not give this merely as a 
personal opinion but as an established 
fact, learned during his visits to Paris 
and Berlin as well as St. Petersburg. 

While in no way reflecting upon any 
other power the Russian ambassador 
feels that it is but simple justice to Rus- 
sia and other Continental powers that 
the consistent friendship they maintain- 
ed towards the United States throughout 
every period of the war, and continue to 
maintain towards this government, 
should not be obscured by any senti 
mental fiction as to the exceptional 
friendship of one nation and the enmity 
of others.

FOR SINKING LA BOURGOGNE. 

Owners of Cromartyshire Asked to Pay 
Two and a Half Million Dollars. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 12. — The French 
Steamship company has filed a suit in 
this city against the British ship Cro- 
martyshire to recover $2, 500,000, the 
value of the lost steamship La Bonr- 
gogne, her cargo and freight, which 
were sunk on the morning of July 4 off 
the Grand Banks of Newfoundland by 
colliding with the Cromartyshire. 

The United States authorities seized 
the Cromartyshire last night and took 
charge of her. The owners of La Bour- 
gogne claim that the collision was due 
to the neglect of those in charge of the 
Cromartyshire. 



SPANISH ISLES FOR SALE. 

Whatever the United States Leaves to 
Her Enemy Will Be Offered 
to Germany. 

Berlin, Nov. 12.— It is understood in 
diplomatic circles here that Spain, after 
the conclusion of a treaty of peace with 
the United States, will try to dispose 
of her few remaining colonies, notably 
the Mariana islands, the Caroline islands 
and Pala islands, and it is supposed that 
'the Spanish government has already 
been cautiously approached by Germany 
for the purpose of ascertaining hdw 
much these groups would be worth to 
German v. 

The officials of the foreign office here 
admit that the acquisition of these 
Spanish colonies would bo of consider- 
able value to Germany in view of their 
proximity to German Australasian pos- 
sessions, but they give no inkling as to 
their intentions in the matter.

A vault unsurpassed for strength and 
beauty— one that only needs to be seen 
to arouse faith in the Dominion Savings 
Bank— has just been placed in the new 
post olllce building.

Across the entrance of the vestibul 
again is a gate for ready convenience 
during banking hours, which works on 
an eccentric principle to admit of tl 
door closing. This gate is fitted with a 
alarm that gives notice of any entrant 
being made. The innermost doors ai 
three inches in thickness and weigh three 
tons. They are built on the .same prln 
ciple as the outer doors and have simila 
locks and holts -only that the latter ar 
necessarily smaller. The vault as 
whole is perfectly air tight, the oute 
and inner doors having been toiigued 
and grooved and packed with rubber 
guard against the possible introduction 
of glycerine. The thickness of the vault 
lining on all sides is Z\'< inches and tin 
plates and angles are live ply hardenei 
chrome steel, the product of the ehroni 
steel works of Brooklyn, N.Y. 

A noticeable feature* of the vault i 
that from the outside there is not visibl 
a single hole or the tracing of a screv 
in the whole structure, this having bcei 
avoided by the workmanship being al 
done from within. 

The vault weighs 00 tons as it stands 
and its dimensions are as follows 
Length, 13 feet; breadth, 7 feet am 
and height, 1.1 feet. 

It took seven weeks to complete the 
work of installing the vault. Where the 
money is kept is a safe weighing seven 
tons, which was put in after all the 
other work was done and which is also 
the make of J. & .T. Taylor.

Promising Placers Reported From 
Widely Separated Local- 
ities. 




Glacier Creek Will Be the Scene 
of Continuous Operations 
During 1 the Summer. 



.Tuncanites Keep Their Promise 
and Arraign the Collector for 
Criminal Libel. 



Culmination of the Battle Between 
Alaska's Customs Officer and 
the Liquor Ring. 



Collector of Customs Ivey, of the 
Alaska district has during his tenure of 
office made himself quite as much talked 
about as any man could wish to bo. First 
it was in his capacity of Nemesis on the 
trail of the whiskey ring that he secur- 
ed advertising; then by his outspoken ar- 
raignment of numerous prominent citi- 
zens of Juneau ns identified with the so- 
called "whiskey smuggling brigade." 
Now the citizens aforesaid have their 
inning, aud the collector is under bail 
bonds to appear at the first court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, and defend an action 
for criminal libel. 

It was promised by the people of Ju- 
neau that should the collector return to 
their city they would immediately cause 
his arrest — the collector did return there, 
and the Juneauites carried out their de 
Glared intention with businesslike alac- 
rity. Immediately upon the arrival of 
the steamer on which he was a passen 
ger, Mr. Ivey was served with a warrant 
charging the criminal libel aud informed 
that he was a prisoner. He at once gave 
bonds in the sum of $500, Mr. Valentine 
becoming his security, and proceeded on 
his way to Skagway and Sitka, whence 
he is to return in about two weeks to 
face his accusers. 

The arrest and the circumstances lead- 
ing up to it are full of interest and the 
whole affair borders on the sensationa.. 
There is one thing on which the press and 
public of the territory appear to bo 
agreed — that if the collector has been 
guilty of of unjustly aud maliciously ma- 
ligning the citizens he should be punished 
to the full extent of the law. On the 
other hand if his accusations are sus- 
tained, those against whom they were 
directed should have no better fate. 

To quote the independent Daily Alas 
knn of Skagway: "If his charges ar. 
true the people of Alaska should know it 
and if there is a whiskey smuggling rint 
at Juneau, the members of the ring 
should be made to suffer. It does seem 
Strang, however, that Mr. Ivey should 
have made his accusations through tin 
•newspapers of Seattle instead of bring 
iug the alleged lawbreakers before a 
court of justice. It iB somewhat irregu- 
lar to say the least for a collector of 
customs to amass evidence ngainst smug- 
glers and then tell the world about it 
through the newspapers and there let the 
matter end."

Two promising discovers of placers are 
reported from the Stlkino. One is on a 
creek flowing into that river at what is 
called the Big Bend, some fifty miles 
above Glenora. The gravel here has 
yielded 00 cents a pan for uu average of 
fifteen pans. Quartz running $07.50 has 
been found in the same vicinity. The 
discoverer says he panned out gold 
enough to live on all summer and to 
bring him back to Vancouver. 

The other discovery is at Glacier creek, 
a tributary of the Stikiuv flowing iu from 
the south and six miles below Glenora. 
Tho creek was iirst prospected by Mr. 
McDuffee, of Portland, and some associ- 
ates, who were members of the unlucky 
Eugene party. He says that he felt pret- 
ty badly over his disappointment in con- 
nection with that expedition, but is in- 
lined to think that he was in luck after 
all, for he is sure he has a good thing 
In Glacier creek. The Colonist is in- 
debted to him for the following statement 
regarding the creek. Mr. McDuffee comes 
recommended as a reliable man and his 
statement may be accepted as correct. 

Glacier creek is about thirty miles long. 
It rises in a lake surrounded by glac- 
iers, streams from which feed it. No 
gold is found at the lake. Tho stream 
is very rocky and Hows through many 
canyons. It cannot he followed to the 
lake, to reach which it is necessary to 
climb over two high ranges of mouu 
tains. There is gold in the bed of the 
creek, but the boulders are so many that 
except very rich deposits are found there 
will be no profit in working it. Between 
the canyons are benches. At discovery 
the benches are four in number, on 
above the other and each is from U00 to 
400 feet wide. Iu these the gold is found 
distributed through a pay streak about 
two feet thick. The gold is gravelly, lu 
use Mr. McDuffee's adjective; that is, it 
is rough and angular. The samples 
which he had with him looked as if they 
inigh thave come from disintegrated rock. 
As high as 00 cents a pan has been taken 
out of discovery, with an occasional 
piece worth more. The opinion of the ex 
perienced miners on the ground is that 
bed rock has not been reached, and that 
what was thought at first to be bed rock 
at tho river's edge is simply an outer m 
ping. The strata of earth dip away from 
the stream, and it is thought that if 
these are followed until they strike the 
base of the mountain ledges, nuggets and 
very rich gravel may be found. Forty- 
seven men will winter on the creek and 
at least two of the claim owners, namely 
McDuffee and his associates and Shaw 
and Tomlinsou, traders of Glenora, wiii 
run tunnels through the benches with the 
hope of striking bed rock at the base of 
the mountains. The other miners all keep 
busy, and they expect to have consid 
erable gravel ready for a clean-up as 
soon as spring comes. 

Tho creek has been staked for about 
ten miles. The stakings are not con 
tinuous, because the canyons occur a 
short intervals and all the stakings are 
on the benches. About twenty miles ui 
the creek are as yet unprospected. Tlu 
first discovery was made on September 
12 and since then 100 claims have been 
prospected and staked. Between twenty 
and thirty log cabins have been put up 
and arrangements have been made with 
the postmaster at Glenora to forward 
mail. There is a good pack trad from 
the river for a distance of six miles 
made by the claim owners, who each u.n 
tributed a specified number of days' 
work to make it. Four pack trains have 
been busy taking in supplies. During 
the winter Shaw and Tomlinsou will 
build a wharf and warehouse at the 
mouth of the creek, ho as to be ready to 
handle goods when steamboat navigation 
openn. 

Mr. McDuffee says that he simply 
claims that Glacier creek is likely to give 
very good returns next year. He makes 
no claims to i,ts being a bonanza. There 
may be some sensational news to tell i 
the spring as the result of the winter' 
operations, but if there is not, there will 
be profitable work next year for ,i con 
siderable number of people. The twenty 
miles which are unprospected may yield 
equally good results with those located. 
Every located claim has, he says, been 
sufficiently prospected to show that it is 
worth opening up. 

While the gold looks as if it had not 
come from any distance, no one has yet 
found any quartz ledges, but not very 
diligent search has been made for them. 

The following letter from Mr. IS. B. 
Shaw, of Glenora, gives a good idea of 
present conditions on the Stikinc and re 
fers also to the Glacier creek. Aftei 
giving a general sketch of the conditions 
prevailing' during the summer, which has 
already been covered iu the Colonist, Mr 
Shaw says: 

"There are at present (Nov. 2) several 
hundred people at this point and scatter- 
ed along the trail to Teslin Lake. The 
town of Glenora is daily growing, ns 
small log houses are being built for 
winter dwellings. The future of this 
country is an unsolved problem. Al 
though at the time of the Oassinr ex 
citemcnt considerable prospecting was 
done, there was not enough to test the 
section fairly ns a placer gold country. 
There is a probability that much ground 
has been located in several sections that 
will give good returns next season 
those, who work their prospects judici- 
ously. 

"Six miles below Glenora on the east 
side of the river is what is known 
Glacier creek. Although tola has not 
been thoroughly tested yet some coarse 
gold has been obtained. Pieces to the 
value of $1 and $1.50 have been found. 
The gold on Glacier creek is unlike that 
on the Stikine, which is fine and flaky 
Next season will be the scene of much 
activity in this section, ns many who 
have gone home for the winter intend re- 
turning in the early spring to develop 
their properties. 

"The Indians will have opposition this 
winter as many white men intend hunt- 
ing and trapping fur-bearing animals. 

"Glenora is now a typical mining and 
forwarding camp of tho North, ns dog 
teams are now employed in hauling 
freight, but, as development proceeds this 
primitive mode of transportation will 
have to be abandoned ns there will be an 
immense amount of machinery and pro- 
visions to be carried into the country."

THE FUTURE OF ALASKA. 

Fate of the Territory When Its Re- 
sources Are Exhausted. 

David Starr Jordan In the Atlantic. 

Under the present conditions, when the 
sea otter are destroyed, the fur seal herd 
exterminated, the native tribes starved 
to death, the salmon rivers depopulated, 
the timber out and the placer goldfields 
worked out, Alaska is to be thrown 
away like a sucked orange. There is 
no other possible end, if we continue as 
we have begun. We are "not in Alaska 
for our health," and when we cun no 
longer exploit it we mny us well abandon 
it. 

But it may be argued that it will be a 
very costly thing to foster all Alaska's 
wide-separated resources, and to give 
good government to all her scattered 
villages and posts. Furthermore, all this 
outlay is repaid only by the enrichment 
of private corporations, who, with the 
exception of the fur Beal lessees, pay 
no tribute to the government. 

Doubtless this is true. Government is 
a costly thing, and its benefits are un- 
equally distributed. But the cost would 
be less if we should treat other re- 
sources as we have treated the fur seal. 
To lease the snlmon rivers nnd to pro- 
tect the lessees in their rights would be 
to insure a steady nnd large income 
to the government, with greater profit 
to the salmon canneries than comes with 
the present confusion and industrial war. 

But admitting all this, we should count 
the cost before accepting "colonies." 
It is too late to do so when they have 
been once annexed. If we cannot af- 
ford to watch them, to care for them, 
to give them paternal rule when no other 
is possible, we do wrong to hoist our 
flag over them. Government by the 
people is the ideal to be reached in all 
our possessions, but there nre races of 
men living under our flag ns yet in- 
capable of receiving the town-meetiiig 
idea. A race of children must be treated 
as children, a race of brigands as bri- 
gands, and whatever authority controls 
either must have behind it the force of 
arms. 

Alaska has made individuals rich, but 
the government hns yet to get its money 
back. But whether other colonies pay 
or not, it is essential to the integrity of 
the United Stntes itself that our control 
over them should not be a source of cor- 
ruption and waste. It may be thnt the 
final loss of her colonies, mismanaged 
for two centuries, will mark the civil 
nnd moral awakening of Spain. Lot us 
hope thnt the event will not mark a 
civil and mornl lapse in the nation 
which receives Spain's bankrupt assets.
